Last month, as Prince Albert shivered 
following the Swartberg's heaviest 
snowfall in 50 years, things warmed up 
nicely in a vacant house across the road 
from the OK Grocers where a team of 
visiting veterinarians worked to sterilise 
pets. The house at 123 Church Street was 
set up as a temporary clinic with separate 
surgeries and wake up rooms for dogs 
and cats. 

The sterilisation project between 15 and 
19 June was sponsored by the Interna- 
tional Fund for Animal Welfare (IFAW) 
(www.ifaw.org), which assembled a vet- 
erinary team from its projects in Johan- 
nesburg and Cape Town. Prince Albert's 
Dr Brett Bard and Dr Garth Ryder from 
De Rust ably supported them. 

Two weeks earlier IFAW's Cape Town 
team worked with Cobus Ferreira of the 
local Department of Agriculture to vacci- 
nate, de-worm and apply anti-parasitic 
medicine to North End pets to prepare 
them for surgery. 



Days before the team arrived the town 
buzzed with the news of the Prince Albert 
sterilisation project. IFAW's bakkies with 
their colourful paw print decorations col- 
lected pets for surgery from North End 
from early morning and throughout the 
day, with the first returns happening late 
morning and into the early evening. Apart 
from a break to grab a lunchtime bite, the 
team threw themselves into the task of get- 
ting as many dogs and cats sterilised as 
possible. By the time they were finished, 
the team had sterilised an incredible 428 
dogs and cats. 

Christina Pretorius, programme manager of 
IFAW in southern Africa, told The Friend: 
"We were looking for a project that would 
immediately uplift the health of a dog and 
cat population. The isolated nature of 
Prince Albert meant we could make a dis- 
tinct and long-term difference to the health 
of the North End dog and cat population. In 
addition we needed to be sure that the com- 
munity would welcome the service. Prince 
Albert hit the mark on both points - we 
were originally approached to help by 
Henriette Liebenberg and by Brett Bard, 
and we jumped at the opportunity."

She added: "Brett was indefatigable in 
setting everything up and before we 
knew it, the project had turned into a true 
community initiative with many Prince 
Alberters generously helping the less 
fortunate residents of the village.

Animal Welfare vs Animal Rights 

The front-page story (May 2010) relat- 
ing to how justice has been served for 
Fred's previous owner is indeed a triumph 
for animal welfare. Although this is a step 
closer towards the concept of animal 
rights, there is a long way to go. 

The distinction is important because Ani- 
mal Rights is a relatively new concept that 
is rapidly gaining popularity all over the 
world as the scale of animal abuse esca- 
lates alarmingly. 



Animal welfare has prevailed for more 
than 200 years and maintains that animals 
are at least partial members of a moral 
community. Animals are sentient, so the 
animal's interests, and particularly inter- 
ests in not suffering must be given appro- 
priate consideration. They are able to 
suffer therefore we have moral and legal 
obligations to treat them humanely. 

With animal rights, the principle problem 
is not how we use animals but that we 
use animals for human purposes at all. 
We have no moral justification for using 
non-humans, however humanely we treat 
them. If we recognized our obligation not 
to treat them as things then we would 
stop producing and facilitating the pro- 
duction of domestic animals altogether.

In Prince Albert there are many animals 
that are continuing to be treated much 
worse than Fred was, mainly because of 
extreme poverty and ignorance. It is up to 
everyone who has a conscience to guide 
others in their immediate sphere of influ- 
ence to adopt a more caring attitude to- 
wards animals (and people).

I n the water front all is relatively 
well with water levels having 
returned to normal after remaining 
above 65% of capacity throughout the 
recent dry spell. Die onlangse reen en 
sneeu neervalle behoort ook te help om 
die grondwatervlakke aan te vul. Con- 
sideration is also being given to 
whether an experimental recharge of 
boreholes can be undertaken while 
there is sufficient water. 

Daar is ook intussen gesorg dat daar 
vier bykomende krane vir drinkplekke 
in die pyplyn aangebring word en daar 
kan net gehoop word dat die Munisi- 
paliteit binnekort die nodige damme- 
tjies sal daarstel. All the outlets for 
animal drinking places now work with 
ordinary taps (instead of the previously 
used automatic outlets that became 
blocked too easily) that will be used 



twice a week to ensure that drinking 
holes remain full. 

Wat die verkiesing van 'n nuwe bestuurs- 
komitee aanbetref, word daar op die 
oomblik op Waterwese gewag om te laat 
weet of die Grondwet soos in 2006 deur 
lede goedgekeur en deurgegee vir goed- 
keuring aanvaarbaar is of nie. If the 
Constitution put forward by members 
(and inexplicably not presented to the 
Minister for approval) is acceptable to 
the Department it will be submitted for 
approval as an amendment of the pres- 
ently defective one. 

Indien dit nie aanvaarbaar is nie, is die 
Departement versoek om ons sonder ver- 
wyl te voorsien met identiese Afrikaanse 
en Engelse weergawes van 'n aanvaar- 
bare Grondwet wat ons aan lede sal kan 
voorle vir oorweging. As soon as a Con- 
stitution that acknowledges all KWUA 
members is approved by the Minister the 



election of a new Management Com- 
mittee will proceed. Die huidige 
Grondwet is in vele opsigte gebrekkig. 
Onder andere maak dit slegs voorsie- 
ning vir Kommersiele Boere om aan 'n 
verkiesing deel te neem en om op die 
Bestuurskomitee te dien en laat dit nie 
toe vir die kooptering van bykomende 
lede nie. 

The KWUA is also in an ongoing dis- 
cussion with Water Affairs about the 
proposed merger of the Gouritz Catch- 
ment Management Agency and the 
Breede River CMA which would see 
the "supervising" structure for 
"beurtwater" in Prince Albert and re- 
sponsibility for community mobilisa- 
tion located in Worcester. Die huidige 
KWVV Bestuur dink nie hierdie sa- 
mesmelting is 'n goeie idee nie en het 
Waterwese versoek om met die 
KWVV in gesprek te tree sodat ons 
lede hulself hieroor kan uitlaat.

In die yskoue greep van die winter is 
die sterre op hul mooiste, want ons 
kyk nou in die sterrykste gebied van ons 
Melkweg, naamlik na die middelpunt 
van ons galaksie. Dit is in die omgewing 
van die Skerpioen en die Boogskutter 
waar dit wemel van ander hemelvoor- 
werpe as net sterre, soos oop sterre- 
hopies, bolvormige sterrehopies, nebulae 
(gaswolke), dubbelsterre en selfs hele 
galaksies. Kyk gems met v n verkyker in 
hierdie omgewing rond om v n paar aaah- 
oomblikke te belewe. 

Op die 21 ste Junie het ons al die Winter- 
sonstilstandpunt passer, maar die dae 
word eers op die7de Julie in die oggende 
langer (met een minuut per dag) nadat 
ons verby die verste punt van die Son op 
die aardwentelbaan gespoed het teen 
107,000 km/uur. (Teen hierdie spoed is 
daar hoop dat die winter ook gou verby 
sal gaan.) Vanaf die 16de Junie geskied 
die sonsondergange reeds later met v n 
minuut elke dag. Die somer kom 
defnitief ! 

Nuwe Maan is op die llde Julie en 
Volmaan op die 26ste Julie . 

Venus is nog steeds helder (mag. -4.0) as 
die "Aandster" vir die res van die maand 
en sal op die 23ste v n mooi prentjie 
vorm, naamlik v n feitlik reguit lyn met 
Merkurius, Regulus, Venus, Mars en 
Saturnus en v n hele ent verder ook nog 
die Maan, in hierdie volgorde. Hierdie 
denkbeeldige lyn in die hemel word die 
Ekliptika genoem, die lyn waarop alle 
planete om die Son wentel. Al die helder 
planete is op die oomblik aan die ooste- 
like kant van die Son, en dus in die aand 
sigbaar. Sodra hulle om die Son beweeg 
om aan die weste van die Son te wees, 
word hulle oggendverskynsels. 

Jupiter wat na die 24ste Julie in op- 
posisie tot die Son ("Vol Jupiter") kom, is 
sigbaar in die laatnag en baie helder 
(mag. -2.7) in die sterrebeeld van die 
Visse. 

Saturnus is sigbaar die hele aand en 
beweeg deur die sterrebeeld Virgo in 



rigting Spica wat naby die Ekliptika is. 

Voor die sterrebeeld Scorpius is daar 
twee helder sterre wat die sterrebeeld 
Libra, die Weegskaal voorstel. In die 
antieke tyd was die twee sterre, a en p 
Librae, deel van v n groter Skerpioen en 
hulle arabiese name, Zuben el Chamali 
en Zuben el Genubi, beteken vandag nog 
die Noordelike en Suidelike Knypers van 
die Skerpioen respektiewelik, maar in 
Julius Ceasar se tyd is hulle van die 
Skerpioen afgesny en tot die twaalfde 
diereriemteken verander. 

Dit is die enigste nie-lewende diereriem- 
teken en is ter ere van Julius Ceasar in- 
gestel nadat hy die Romeinse Kalender 
hervorm het. Dit word as die weegskaal 
van geregtigheid voorgestel om Julius 
Ceasar se gebalanseerde sin vir gereg- 
tigheid te simboliseer. Terloops, ons 
hedendaagse kalender wat op die Ro- 
meinse een gebaseer is, is nog net v n 
kwaart dag uit per jaar, sodat ons net elke 
vier jaar v n skrikkeldag nodig het om die 
kalender met die sterre te sinkroniseer en 
nie meer 14 dae elke jaar soos lank 
gelede nie. 

In die suide is die drie kruise nou baie 
mooi sigbaar bokant die Swartberg wat 
met sneeu daarop die aanskoulikheid net 
verhoog. Dit is nou veral opvallend hoe 
naby die Skerpioen aan die Suiderkruis 
is. In die suidelike rigting huisves ons 
sterrehemel ware perels wat reeds met v n 
verkyker opgespoor kan word, soos die 
dubbelster Acrux, helderste ster in die 
Suiderkruis, Omega Centauri, die mooi- 
ste bolvormige sterrehopie in Centaurus, 
die Eta Carina newel tussen die 
Suiderkruis en die Valskruis en natuurlik 
die mooi galaksie, die Groot Magellanse 
Wolk.

Knowledge 
reveals the implicit order that connects 
everything, which means that nothing 
happens in isolation. The slightest 
movement affects the entire web of life. 
But our fear and love of irrationality 
make us religious, fly to the moon, eat 
poisoned food, breed indiscriminately, 
take out insurance, fantasize, create 
conspiracy theories, love the dog, bru- 
talize the pig, break the horse, milk the 
cow, and pity the panda. 

When there is a birth or death in the 
family, relatives who know respond in a 
variety of ways. When another species 
is introduced in the form of a puppy or 
kitten there are reactions among family 
members that range from joy to despair. 

When a beloved or not so beloved pet is 
lost, human emotions can vary from 
indifference, to grief, relief or even hap- 
piness. It is also true that domestic ani- 
mals mourn or celebrate the loss of their 
owners, depending on the nature of their 
relationship. Sometimes sorrow can turn 
to jubilation only after the full impact of 
the change is realised. In non-human 
animals false revelations of emotion 
rarely occur knowingly. 

Animals react in similar ways to the 
arrival of a new animal with jealousy, 
hatred or enthusiasm. They can feel 
saddened, or comforted by the loss of 
another animal, subject to the degree of 
kinship. This applies to pals or true 
family situations. For example, visible 
displays of joy and pride seen in a cow 
after the birth of the calf she has carried 
for nine months are contrasted with the 
very vocal and prolonged anguish she 



endures after her infant's abduction year 
after year. Miserable orphaned calves 
compound the sadness. Inherent sen- 
tience elicits a range of predictable con- 
duct in every living thing. 

Wild animals experience losses or gains 
within groups or of a lifelong partner. 
There have been documented cases of 
bereavement observed in zoo animals 
and creatures in their natural environ- 
ment. It may not be immediately appar- 
ent to the untrained human eye that ani- 
mals are emotional, or whether they are 
acting on impulse or consideration. 

Usually animals' actions convey what 
they are feeling, as they are open, hon- 
est, and react out of sincerity. Delicacy 
of subtle expression is sometimes still a 
mystery for the well initiated within a 
given species, let alone the scope for 
misunderstanding between species. Ef- 
fective communication requires being 
receptive, and having heightened aware- 
ness. 

Good memory in elephants and camels 
is notorious. Effects of even a single act 
of violence against a puppy or a kitten 
are manifest throughout a lifetime. 
Leopards are more shy, and scarcer than 
ever. Some kudu hurl themselves at 
moving vehicles on the web of disrup- 
tive roads that run thick with the blood 
of innocent creatures. Certain jackals 
mutilate multitudes of unprotected new- 
born lambs. Imprisoned lions and tigers 
regularly bring down their handlers. 
Hippopotami defending their territory 
crumple trespassing tourists. Sharks eat 
live human bait that doesn't have a pro- 
tective cage. 

Individual experience moulds a particu- 
lar view of the world. The accumulation 
of extreme stress is released with ex- 
traordinary impact with human intrusion 
on the natural world. As we cringe 
through the era of 'what have we done' 
we still have the power to look at what 
we could do (or avoid), to allow peace 
and harmony.

We are lucky to have the memoirs 
of a few of the old residents of 
Prince Albert preserved in the museum. 

The following is an extract from the 
memoirs of Marie Botes (nee Kruger) - 
Tannie Marie. She grew up in the house 
next to the DRC graveyard in Christina 
de Wit Street where Carol and Dorian 
Tissiman live today. Her parents who 
were well respected members of the 
community had a general dealers shop 
on the property. And her father, Dirk 
Kruger, owned a few Ford cars and 
later a bus with which he transported 
passengers and post as far afield as 
Cape Town at a time when there were 
few cars around. 

My ouerhuis (in my kindertyd) 

Die onthou van vroeer jare se watersto- 
rie, bring onmiddellik herrineringe aan 
my ouerhuis soos ek dit in my vroegste 
bewuswording leer ken het. 



Dit was 'n platdakhuis met ses vertrekke: 
drie voor, drie agter. Ek glo die sesde ver- 
trek, 'n ekstra slaapkamer, is later aange- 
bou. Die sitkamer wat die middelste van 
die voorste drie vertrekke was, was die 
enigste vertrek met 'n plankvloer en pla- 
fon. 

Die slaapvertrekke en eetkamer het lap- 
plafonne gehad. En omdat 'n platdak 
makliker lek, was die materiaal van die 
lapplafonne altyd vol vlekke van die nat 
kolle, en was dit vir 'n klein, verbeelding- 
ryke dogtertjie 'n interessante (of ver- 
maaklike?) tydverdryf om allerhande pa- 
trone in hierdie vlekke te soek. Die sit- 
kamer se plankvloer is later met linoleum 
bedek. Die ander kamers het harde vloere, 
pikswart, en ek wens ek weet vandag 
waaruit dit gemaak was - het op 'n tyd 'n 
storie gehoor van osbloed! Dit is altyd 
glansend blink gepoleer en geborsel. 

Maar die kombuis! 'n Rietplafon en 'n 
misvloer, 'n groot, diep vuurherd waarin 



daar 'n oond wat buite die huismuur 
aangebou was, se opening was. Die 
oond is later toegebou en Pappie het 
buite op die werf vir Mammie 'n groot 
buitebakoond laat bou. 

Die lekker van die groot vuurherd was 
die groot, diep es waarop ons kinders 
graag op winteraande gesit het as Mam- 
mie vir ons pannekoek of poffertjies 
gebak het. Daar was baie kinders in 
Prins Albert wat "in-die-es-sit" goed 
geken het, maar daar was ook baie - en 
soos ek aan hulle dink - ongelukkiges 
wat dit nooit gesmaak het nie. 

Ons kombuismure was met geel 
veldklei af-"gewit" en van dieselfde klei 
is 'n randjie van so 9 duim wyd, al om 
die buitekant van die vloer gesmeer. 
Ons het die mis van bure wat koeie ge- 
had het, oorkant die straat gekry. Ek het 
self soms die vloer gesmeer. En ek ont- 
hou die skoon ruik van die kombuis as 
die vloer vars gesmeer was.

In die kombuis was die hoe kas waarop 
ons wateremmers gestaan het. Onder 
hierdie kas was daar 'n lae sitplekkie 
waar ons kinders in die winter een-een 
moes gaan sit. Dan was Marrie ons 
voete en skrop die skurwe plekke met 
'n harde borsel en daarna smeer sy ons 
voete goed met 'n mengsel van lamp- 
olie en kersvet. Dit was 'n welbekende 
middel teen skurfheid. 

Voor die voordeur aan die huis was 'n 
lang klipstoep: rivierklippe ingele in 'n 
soort sementmengsel en op die bopunt 
van die stoep, teen die huismuur, was 
Mammie se somerhuisie met haar va- 
rings, waarvoor ek van kleins af moes 
sorg. Miskien was dit omdat die ko- 
ringkrieke somertyd uit die veld kom na 
die huise en koelte soek dat Pappie later 
die huisie van die stoep af 'n hele entjie 
versit het. Die ry malvas in paraffien- 
blikke rondom die stoeprand is verwy- 
der en langs die heiningdraad geplant. 
Die ou stoep is met 'n sementstoep ver- 
vang, 'n veranda daaroor, en nog later is 
'n staandak op die huis gesit. Die riet- 
en lapplafonne is ook vervang met 
plank en ons het selde meer hoef te be- 
kommer oor lekkasies. Al die binne 
deure van die huis was van pragtige 
geelhout gemaak. 

Agter die huis was 'n klein plank- 
kamertjie, heeltemal oop van voor, die 
motorhuis van Pappie se heel eerste 



Fordjie. Dan 'n lang geboutjie met klein- 
huisies (toilette) en 'n houthuisie. Al die 
jare het ons houtvuur in die swart Dover- 
stoof en later 'n groter en bietjie moderner 
stoof, gemaak. Groot vragte hout is van 
tyd tot tyd gekoop - wat van die plase af 
gebring is - en die stukke is oor twee 
skuins paalkruise, genoem bokke, kleiner 
gesaag. Daarna is dit in gebruikgrootte 
opgekap en die hele houthuis netjies en 
stewig volgepak. Die krummels is ook 
versorg, want dit is gebruik om die vuur 
aan die gang te kry. 

Bergkant toe van die geboutjie was die 
wasplek met 'n groot, wit rivierklip 
waarop die wasgoed gewas is in die bad- 
dens water wat van die sloot af aangedra 
is. Daar langsaan was die bleikplek, 'n 
hele groot kol gepak met klein, skoon wit 
rivierklippies. Na dit met gieters water 
afgespoel is, is die wit wasgoed daarop 
oopgegooi en van tyd tot tyd weer nat- 
gespat tot al die ander wasgoed klaar ge- 
was was, en dan is dit opgetel en in 
blouselwater uitgespoel om dan spierwit 
op die draad gehang te word. 

Skuins voor die houthuis was die skuur- 
plek waar die stoof se as uitgegooi is. 
Daar het Marrie, na sy middae die kom- 
buis aan kant gehad het, die swartge- 
brande potte met as silwerblink gesit en 
skuur. Veral die sogenaamde penspot 
(vandag se potjiekospot) wat op die stoof 
oor 'n opening oor stadige vuur gebruik is 
om koffie in te brand, het veel skuurwerk 



gevra, en net so het ons ysterwaterketel 
waarin al die koffie- en teewater gekook 
is, ook in 'n opening gestaan en baie 
swart gebrand, maar in Mammie en 
Marrie se kombuis het alles geblink. 

As dit die dag stoof skoonmaakdag was, 
was daar baie werk. Al die los dele van 
die stoof is af- en uitgehaal en buite 
skoongeskuur. Die hele vuurherd is 
geskrop en uitgewas en alle as verwy- 
der. Tot die stoof later soos 'n nuwe, 
blinke lyk. 

Daarna moes die res van die kombuis 
geskraap word. Elke hoekie en artikel is 
kraakskoon gewas. Koerantpapier is 
gevou en netjiese patroontjies is daarin 
geknip en dit is dan op alle rakkies gesit 
voor die potte, ens. weer daarop gekom 
het.

AGM 2010 

Starting at 18h30 on the night of 3rd 
June, thirty people arrived at the St 
Johns Hall for the annual general meet- 
ing of the Foundation. Generally, AGMs 
can be dry and not well attended, how- 
ever, the Foundation appears to be grow- 
ing from strength to strength due to its 
annual programme of interesting events 
and outings, which are designed to be 
enjoyed by the wider community. How- 
ever, the absence of a strong link with 
North End residents is regrettable and 
remains a void in the Foundation's con- 
tinuous attempts at inclusitivity. 

Judy Maguire, chairperson of the Foun- 
dation, once again impressed all with her 
wide-ranging involvement, not only in 
the demanding work of the Foundation, 
but as a representative on the South End 
Area Committee, her contributions to the 
Integrated Development Plan, and the 
Fransie Pienaar Museum. The meeting 
was given an updated overview on all 
these important programmes, as well as a 
retrospective on the past year's projects, 



whether achievements or 'verlore stryde'. 
Coming under review were: The Swart- 
berg Pass Restoration Project; Alberts 
Mill restoration; the Heritage Inventory 
and the work of the Built Environment 
and Landscape Committee (BELCOM); 
Art and heritage; Music; Graveyards; the 
Food Garden project; the Thusong Centre 
project; Finance; and Correspondence. 

Christine Thomas outlined the Childrens' 
Art Project, once-a-week and free. Usu- 
ally 14 to 24 year-olds attend, receive 
classes in painting, drawing, printing, 
sewing, and embroidery on hessian. 
Christine is assisted by a group of enthu- 
siastic women and she announced that 
there would be an exhibition of the chil- 
drens' art work for the year at the St 
John's Flower Festival in October. 

The report from the chair covered the 
objectives which will be pursued for the 
forthcoming year: 

o The PACF will aim to widen its 
membership at all levels and plan its 
activities to become inclusive in a 



diverse generational and cultural mi- 
lieu. 

o The objectives are not centred on enter- 
tainment, but also heritage issues relat- 
ing to the built environment and cul- 
tural landscape. 

o A project to record personal histories 
has been partially successful. The sto- 
ries of Piet Balelie are being recorded, 
and as well as those of Dawid Rossouw 
on Klaarstroom, and Pat Marincowitz. 

o The 'stoking van witblits' organised by 
the Museum, with PACF members 
taking an active part, was a huge suc- 
cess and will be repeated and pro- 
gramme expanded. 

A show of appreciation was given for the 
Prince Albert Friend, which increasingly 
is a mouthpiece of quality for issues that 
are important to the community. 

There is a perception that Prince Albert is 
like a 'theme park', a coccoon sheltered 
from the outside world, separated from 
reality. The aim is to get the community to

lisher of the Washington Post, who de- 
scribed a journalist's role as being to 
"write a first rough draft of history." 
Sparks is fascinated with the concept of 
writing "contemporaneous history" - 
history as you experience it versus 
"retrospective history" - history as writ- 
ten by historians. 

First Drafts follows a trilogy of books 
on the unfolding story of South Africa 
and its transition from apartheid to non- 
racial democracy. At the launch of First 
Drafts in Johannesburg late last year, 
Sparks said contemporaneous history 
gives one a unique view of "how some- 
thing is while it is happening". 

The book includes his writings for vari- 
ous publications from 1999 to 2009, a 
period he describes as a "decade of 
drama" - how it began in high hope 
with Mbeki as president and ended with 
his collapse; started with George W. 
Bush and then delivered us Obama; saw 
the heights of neo-liberal economics and 
its crash. 

Allister Sparks began work as a reporter 
on the Queenstown Daily Representa- 
tive in 1951. He was appointed an assis- 
tant editor of the Rand Daily Mail in 
1967 and served as its Editor from 1977 
to 1981. Under his editorship, the Rand 
Daily Mail exposed the "Information 
Scandal" - the abuse of government 
funds to fight a pro-government propa- 
ganda war at home and abroad. Sparks 
served as correspondent for the The 
Economist, The Washington Post and 
The Observer. 

He has won many awards and has also 
taught at several American universities; 
served on the first transitional Board of 
the SABC and for a time was Editor-in- 
Chief of SABC television news and cur- 
rent affairs. For the past 1 1 years Sparks 
has worked as a political analyst serving 
the investment community.

I n a recent visit to England, I dis- 
covered the following story 
about a cooking apple that was named 
after Prince Albert. 

"Queen Victoria and Prince Albert 
changed coaches in Berkhamsted, 
Hertfordshire at the very moment that a 



Mr Squire was planting a seedling ap- 
ple tree in his garden. Quite rightly Mr 
Squire named his new apple tree 
'Victoria and Albert'. 

A year or two later, he began to grow 
the trees for commercial sale. Subse- 
quently, a Mr Lane, of Lane's Nursery 
started growing them and renamed the 
apple trees as 'Lane's Prince Albert'. 



The story is likely to be true as the tree 
definitely originated from Hertfordshire 
in 1841. It is an old-fashioned apple that 
is used mainly for cooking and is great 
for recipes requiring an apple that keeps 
its shape. It is still grown commercially 
in the UK for cider making." 

My family has a connection to this tale. I 
grew up in Berkhamsted and my great- 
grandfather, John Waterton, was a nurs- 
eryman at Lane's. Family legend has it 
that he helped develop the Lane's Prince 
Albert variety. 

My sister, Jill has moved to a house that 
has an apple orchard of mixed trees, and 
last year the Lane's Prince Albert pro- 
duced its first three apples. Unfortu- 
nately I didn't get to taste one! 

The trees can be purchased online, but 
the supplier recommends this variety as 
suitable for cooler climates so I am 
unlikely to plant one in our Prince Albert 
garden.

Uncle Remus and the Lady Farmer Put an End to Stock Theft

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Trip of a lifetime - and all on a bike... 




Karen Eicholtz on her 3000km bike trip 
- Ailsa Tudhope - 

It's quite wonderful what the wind can 
blow in, but in May it was more a case 
of who the wind almost stopped blowing 
into town. Karen Eicholtz, a friend of many 
years standing, included Prince Albert and 
a quick visit to us, in her amazing 3000km 
circular ride on her GT Avalanche bike 
from Knysna to Gordon's Bay, over to 
Malmesbury, up the West Coast to Lam- 
bert's Bay, inland to Pof adder, the Aug- 
rabies Falls and Upington, back across 
country to Beaufort West and Prince Albert 
and then over the Swartberg Pass to 
Oudtshoorn, George and home to Knysna. 
Her ride on 9th May from the Karoo Na- 
tional Park to Prince Albert was quite a 
challenge. 

"Yesterday must rate as one of the hardest 
days of this trip. It was not the furthest, 
highest, coldest or even windiest, it was 
just very long, because of a head wind for 
the last 55km. As a matter of fact, I was out 
on the trail for 9h25, of which 8h55 were 
spent in the saddle. I had over 1000 metres 
of vertical climb and a very strong head 
wind for the last 55km. This means that I 
had to sit and pedal non-stop, unless I 
wanted to come to a dead stop. I left Beau- 
fort West at 8:15. It was quite cool and the 
wind was very strong. I had a short stretch 
to cycle on the Nl, fighting the wind and 
having to contend with big trucks. Scary 
stuff! Once I turned south on the Nl 2 I was 
flying. The wind was more or less from 
behind and I was doing an average speed of 
25km/h +, even though I had some climb- 
ing to do. I stopped for a quick bite to eat at 
the 50km mark, but after that things be- 



came more difficult. The wind was blowing 
at 50 to 60km/h, and probably gusting up to 
80km/h. At times it blew from the side, 
which meant that I was being pushed all over 
the road. It is just by God's grace that I did 
not end up under the wheels of a big truck. 

By the time I turned off the tar road and 
headed west to Prince Albert, my average 
speed had dropped to 21km/h. This was 
where the fun and games began. I still had 
55km to go, straight into the wind. My aver- 
age speed for this last leg of the trip was only 
ll.lkm/h! At times I was doing only 5.5km/ 
h. BUT, I made it by 17:45. What a long day. 
I did however see a Kori Bustard while on the 
bike. This is the world's largest flying bird, 
weighing up to 19kg and they are under seri- 
ous threat and one usually only sees them in 
our National Parks - a big bonus for me." 

Karen was accompanied on her three-month 
journey by friends Thys and Nerina who pro- 
vided nourishing meals at the camping sites 
and loads of encouragement. They enjoyed 
comfortable driving in their bakkie and could 
have carried gear for Karen, but she was de- 
termined to carry all she needed in the pan- 
niers on her bike, so she travelled as lightly 
as possible and fulfilled all the goals she set 
herself for the journey. The team spent two 
days in Prince Albert waiting for the weather 
to clear so that Karen could enjoy the ride 
over the Swartberg Pass. Here's what she had 
to say about it: 

"The word 'awesome' is used too easily 
nowadays, and I believe it was created to 
describe this beautiful part of God's creation. 
The mountains are magnificent, massive, 
indescribable. Photos can't capture the sheer 
majesty and size - you have to see it for your- 
self. 

I crawled up the Swartberg Pass slowly and 
gently. It took me 2 hours of cycling to do the 
998m of vertical climbing to "The Top", but 
you can add another 35 minutes to this for all 
my photo stops. You climb from 676m to 
1587m in just over 16km. I wanted to brew 
myself some coffee at the top, but the wind 
was howling and it was very cold. The views 
are indescribable and the air was crisp and 
clear. After a quick photo or two I put on my 
wind breaker and jumped into the descent. 
Because of all the weight in the panniers, I 
had to take it easy - which I did not like one 
bit, as I love a fast descent! 



Wilgewandel, a farm stall and adventure 
centre for kids, lies at the junction of the 
road from the Pass with the road to the 
Cango Caves and Oudtshoorn. I sent Thys 
and Nerina an SMS, telling them I would 
be stopping for coffee and before I could 
order it, they joined me. We enjoyed a light 
lunch before I got going again. The road 
from Wilgewandel winds all along the 
Grobbelaars River through Schoe- 
manspoort and Thys joined me on his bicy- 
cle for the last 15km into town. We arrived 
just after 15:00." 

The following day saw Karen heading for 
George, via the Montagu Pass. The last day 
of her epic journey was rainy but she ar- 
rived home safely. We are filled with admi- 
ration at the way she completed the chal- 
lenge she set herself and delighted with her 
enthusiasm for and appreciation of Prince 
Albert and the Swartberg Pass. It had been 
at least ten years since we'd seen her, and 
we joked that we hope she'll take the short 
cut next time she visits - it only has two or 
(if she must) three mountain passes !

About fifteen years ago I developed 
what we now know as an allergy to 
casein, which as all dairy folk know as 
one of the proteins found in milk, but 
which, at the time was medically diag- 
nosed as chronic bronchitis and chronic 
asthma for which I was prescribed corti- 
costeroids. These medications allowed 
me to live a reasonably 'normal life' but 
they leached calcium from my bones and 
I believe prevented my body from re- 
absorbing calcium into the bones.

Obviously I have not been able to take 
milk or milk products for years and I had 
not found a calcium product without ca- 
sein either . . . until we attended the Olive 
Festival in Prince Albert this year and 
visited Gay's Dairy to sample her 
cheeses. 

I happened to read her 'brag board' while 
we were waiting to be served and I 



thought that I would just try her unpasteur- 
ised milk with its Beta-Casein A2 protein; 
after all I had my accuhaler in the car if I 
couldn't breathe ! I took one tiny mouthful 
and nothing happened - no throat closure 
or gasping for air! It was wonderful. 

We brought some milk and yoghurt home 
and I have been having it regularly ever 
since, as friends brought me a further sup- 
ply. I have also found that when I eat 
something with casein and feel myself 
closing up, I drink some of Gay's Guernsey 
cows' milk and it clears me. 

I have not had any medication since I 
started drinking Gay's Dairy milk and yo- 
ghurt and if I take a certain calcium tablet 
with the milk there is no after effect either.

At the same time, he confirmed that the 
current budget did not provide suffi- 
ciently for maintenance and upgrading of 
infrastructure and would need adjusting 
in this financial year. 

In the next few months the Technical 
Services team will be conducting a water 
loss audit in the town. They will check 
for and repair leaking pipes and faulty 
meters in the streets and on residential 
properties. 

In areas like Rondomskrik, the Munici- 
pality will fix leaking and broken toilets. 
The Municipality will give work to 45 
unemployed residents on this project 
under the Expanded Public Works Pro- 
gramme. Mettler noted that it was im- 
perative to reduce both water loss and 
the Municipality's debt.

Recharge Test of Local Aquifer successful 




Resident Peter Rissik examines the equipment monitoring the artificial recharge

I n Saturday, 19 June, Ricky 
Murray and Johann Rissik of 
Groundwater Africa and Phillip Raven- 
scroft of Maluti GSM conducted a 
licensed artificial recharge test of the 
town's groundwater supply. 

In a carefully controlled and monitored 
experiment, water from the leiwater 
pipeline was led under gravitational 
pressure back into a DWA monitoring 
borehole (adjacent to Pump 5 near 
Bushman Valley). Senior officials 
from the Department of Water Affairs 
and municipal staff also monitored the 
test. 

Recharging of the aquifer happens 
naturally, particularly when the Dorps 
River flows during wet periods. The 
artificial recharge process is aimed at 
enhancing this natural recharge to en- 
sure that the various compartments in 
the aquifer are kept as full as possible. 

During winter, there is frequently a 



surplus of leiwater, which can be used 
to recharge the aquifer in order to en- 
sure the town's summer water security. 

Johann was very excited about the suc- 
cess of the test and told the Friend: 
"The test was far more positive than we 
had even hoped for; we managed to 
inject over 620 000 litres into the aqui- 
fer. During our next test on 26 June at 
Pump 7, just above the waterworks, we 
will be aiming to crack the million litre 
mark!" 

Both Johann and Ricky were delighted 
that so many of Prince Albert's resi- 
dents showed such an interest in the 
test and spent time finding out what it 
was all about. 

As the Friend went to press, we learned 
that the second artificial recharge test 
had been successful and that Johann 
will be conducting two more in the near 
future.

Beware! New Credit Card Scam 



Conrad Erasmus, Manager of 
ABSA's Prince Albert branch, is 
warning residents not to be taken in by a 
new telephone credit card scam. In this 
latest scam, the scammers introduce 
themselves as representatives of Visa or 
MasterCard and provide the customer 
with all the information, except the one 
piece they really want. The callers do 
not ask for your credit card number; they 
already have it. Erasmus says: "By un- 
derstanding how the Visa & MasterCard 
telephone scam works, you'll be better 
prepared to protect yourself." 

This is how it works: 

The person calling says, "This is (name), 
and I'm calling from the Security and 
Fraud Department at Visa/MasterCard. 
My badge number is (number). Your 
card has been flagged for an unusual 
purchase pattern, and I'm calling to ver- 
ify it. This would be on your Visa/ 
MasterCard which was issued by (name 



of bank). Did you purchase an Anti- 
Telemarketing Device for R497.99 from 
a Marketing company based in (town/ 
city)? When you say 'No', the caller 
continues with, "Then we will be issuing 
a credit to your account. This is a com- 
pany we have been watching and the 
charges range from R297.00 to R498.00, 
just under the R500.00 purchase pattern 
that flags most cards. Before your next 
statement, the credit will be sent to (give 
you your address). Is that correct?" 

You say "Yes". The caller continues - "I 
will be starting a fraud investigation. If 
you have any questions, you should call 
the 0800 number listed on the back of 
your card and ask for Security. You will 
need to refer to this Control Number." 
The caller then gives you a 6 digit num- 
ber. "Do you need me to read it again?" 

Here's the important part of how the 
scam works: 

The caller then says, "I need to verify 



you are in possession of your card." He or 
she will ask you to "turn your card over 
and look for some numbers." "There are 
seven numbers; the first four are part of 
your card number, the next three are the 
security numbers that verify you are the 
possessor of the card. These are the num- 
bers you sometimes use to make Internet 
purchases to prove you have the card." 

The caller will ask you to read the three 
numbers. After you tell the caller the three 
numbers, he'll say: "That is correct, I just 
needed to verify that the card has not been 
lost or stolen, and that you still have your 
card. Do you have any other questions?" 
After you say, 'No', the caller then thanks 
you and states: "Don't hesitate to call 
back if you do" and hangs up. 

What the scammers want is the three-digit 
number on the back of the card. Do not 
give it to them; instead tell them you'll 
call Visa or MasterCard directly for 
verification.
